Ever since Nixon dismissed “geography” as a factor in 
choosing a Vice Presidential mate, many politicians see 
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will withhold their electoral votes, by the “independent 
slates of electors” (now legal in six Southern states), 
from the regular Democratic nominee. 
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The Nizon strategists hope that Senator Barry Gold- 
water, who supports Nixon for the GOP nomination, and 
himself a Republican “states righter,”’ will round up some 
of these rebellious deep South states and deliver their 
votes to Nizon. 


@ Hellzapoppin in the South! At a hotel not far from 
memorable Ft. Sumter, Southern Governors met in 
great secrecy last week, to discuss their fast-developing 
recapture of a strong bargaining power in the national 
scene (thus paralleling their come-back in Congress as 
a tightly-knit minority bloc, utilizing their “balance of 
power” on the fight over civil rights). A run-down of 
events spotlights this position: 


(1) In Alabama, Frank Dixon, one of the big figures 
in the Dixiecrat movement, has acted to “put only 
Americans on guard” in forming the set-up of the “inde- 
pendent slates of electors.” This “slate” phénomenon 
has become the now well-recognized preparation for a 
Southern bolt from the “liberal” Democratic party: lead- 
ership. Dixon and friends will ensure that every elector 
on the slate in Alabama will be a reliable states rights 
man. ° 


(2) In the national press, the pundits now rub their 
eyes and acknowledge that the “independent slates of 
electors” is not a Confederate dream but a political re- 
ality. (For some years Human Events has sounded 
the possibility of the “independent slate of electors.” 
Recall an article, “A Southern President?” by John 
Synon on August 11, 1958? We announce for an early 
issue another piece by Synon bringing the matter up to 
date.) 


(3) Virginia, it is now being re-discovered, has a 
statute on its books for a regular Democratic slate of 
electors which, however, may be committed by special 
state convention, to an independent candidate following 
the national convention—obviously Senator Harry F. 
Byrd, bulwark of the states-righters. This would pre- 
sumably bring the total of Southern states rights elec- 
tors to 69, sufficient to throw the Presidential election 
into the House of Representatives, if the North runs 
close. 


Kennedy: With the youthful Senator running rather far 
out in front, the other three Senators (Johnson, Syming- 
ton and Humphrey) also bidding for the nomination are 
believed pooling their friends and the varying forces 
opposed to Kennedy to stop him. Human Events learns 
from high on the Democratic grapevine that former Presi- 
dent Truman is thumbs down on the young man and the 
thumb is frozen. 


Other allies in the gathering “stop Kennedy” coalition 
are, as follows: California National Committeeman Paul 
Ziffren; Jake Arvey, Democratic boss of Illinois, and an 
old friend of Ziffren; and Governor David Lawrence of 
Pennsylvania, longtime party leader in that state. 
These may prove enough to fill one of those “smoke- 
filled rooms” in which nominations are settled at national 
conventions. 
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If not, the faction headed by Mrs. Eleanor Rooseygl 
and various assorted “liberals” may strongly reinfore 
the coalition. Nor would it be surprising if the 
Southerners developed some collaboration in the “stop 
Kennedy” effort; certainly, they have common ground 
in their detestation of pro-Kennedy National Chairman 
Paul Butler. Last week, Senator Hubert Humphrey gid 
that Butler had “outlived his usefulness” as a party 
chairman. 


Labor Front: Republican members of the Senate 
Rackets Committee take no pride in the fact that the 
Democratic authors of the committee’s “official” findings 
have seen fit “to issue a clean bill of health to [Walter] 
Reuther, the UAW International, all of its officers and 
to its more than 1,300 locals and many joint councils,” 
In a blistering dissenting report filed last week, the GOP 
Senators say that despite a “fragmentary and entirely 
inadequate and incomplete investigation” of the United 
Auto Workers, ample evidence was uncovered to show 
that “corruption, misappropriation of funds, bribery, 
extortion and collusion with the underworld” have oe- 
curred within Reuther’s union. 


In both the Kohler and the Perfect Circle strikes, the 
GOP report charges, the terroristic tactics employed by 
imported goons and thugs made the Reuther union guilty 
of: (1) impairment of civil liberties, (2) destruction of 
free collective bargaining, (3) willful violation of law and 
organized incitement of riot and (4) the development of 
a technique whereby a private interest can use illegal 
forces to gain its ends (700 “strangers” showed up in 
Hagerstown, Indiana—population 1,800—to enforce the 
UAW’s demands against- the Perfect Circle Company). 


The committee’s Chief Counsel, Robert Kennedy 
(brother of and oft-time mouthpiece for Presidential 
hopeful Jack Kennedy), is given the major share of blame 
for the committee’s failure to investigate fully Reuther 
and the UAW and to act upon the evidence that was 
revealed against them. 


@ A good civil rights bill. according to the “liberals,” 
is a bill making it a Federal crime to obstruct Federal 
court orders pertaining to desegregation in the schools. 
A bad bill, apparently, is one which also makes it a crime 
for labor unions to block court orders. 


This, in essence, is the stand the “liberals” took in 
voting to kill an entire section of the Administra- 
tion’s civil-rights bill when Senator Frank J. Lausche of 
Ohio amended it to make it a Federal crime for anyone 
—including unions—to interfere with a Federal court 
order. 


Although the “liberals” had not uttered one 
serious word against Section I and had obvi- 
ously intended to vote for it, they decided to kill 
it as soon as the Lausche amendment was added. 


Senator Wayne Morse, who, the Congressional Record 
shows, said absolutely nothing against Section I before 
the Lausche amendment, introduced the motion which 
threw out the section in question. The big labor union 
lobbyists moved in and the “liberal” bloc bowed. 
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Red-Tainted Churchmen: In the wake of the recent 
Air Force manual controversy regarding Red front affilia- 
tions of clergymen, the Circuit Riders (a group of anti- 
Communist Methodist laymen with headquarters in 
Cincinnati) has produced information causing no small 
stir in church circles although largely unreported in the 


press. 


M. G. Lowman, coordinator of the organization, 
recently stated that his group has processed the names 
of 9,000 active American Protestant ministers implicated 
at one time or another with Communist fronts. A total 
of 2,224 Methodist ministers or 8 per cent of the Metho- 
dist clergy are currently listed by Circuit Riders as having 
Red front connections. Of the Episcopalians, 1.411 
are listed, or 20.4 per cent of their clergymen. The Pres- 
byterian Church USA had 614 ministers involved, 
according to the group. This includes 101 with three or 
more Communist front affiliations. 


The Unitarians are listed as most numerous percent- 
agewise, 43 per cent of their clergy having records. 
Circuit Riders maintains the percentage goes to 59-60 
per cent if retired or otherwise inactive ministers are 
counted. 


Lowman told Human Events last week: “No: 


clergyman we have listed has made a serious effort to 
disprove what we have published from our records. Only 
three or four of the thousands listed have in any way 
publicly denounced the charges. I know this sounds 
phenomenal, but that’s the record.” 


Illinois: Conservatives in Illinois gravitate behind two 
top candidates in the key GOP primary to be held on 
April 12: (1) State Senator Hayes Robertson, running 
for the gubernatorial nomination against incumbent 
Governor William Stratton, and (2) State Senator John 
W. Lewis, former majority leader in the Illinois House 
of Representatives, running in a field of six for the GOP 
nomination to the US Senate. 


Robertson has won a reputation as a “militant con- 
servative,” and a man who “both talks and votes conserv- 
ative.” A man of high calibre in both business (manu- 
facturing). and politics, he has many friends in the state 
GOP organization. Thus he has made rapid progress in 
winning over state politicos who regard “Modern Repub- 
lican” Stratton (a slim winner in 1956) as a man “who 
stayed too long and did too little.” When Robertson 
announced several months ago, the odds against him 
were said to be ten-to-one. Today, political observers say 
that Robertson’s chances rate 50-50, and he has three 
weeks to go. 


The thumbnail picture of Senator Lewis resembles 
that of Robertson. He’s a “pro,” yet he speaks and votes 
from deep conservative conviction. With a fine legisla- 
tive record and a good presentation of rock-ribbed views. 
he’s admittedly the “most experienced man” in the field 
to beat incumbent Democratic Senator Paul Douglas, 
who also “has stayed too long.” Lewis’ campaign fund is 
reported low and his treasurer, Arthur M. Tarman of 
the Lewis-for-Senator Committee, 69 Archer Avenue, 
Marshall, Ill., is seeking contributions.

Morris Candidacy: Two dozen Washington newsmen 
last week attended a press conference held here by New 
Jersey GOP Senate nomination candidate Robert Morris 
—a surprising turnout, significant of his rising strength. 
Morris seeks to oust incumbent Senator Clifford Case, 
a darling of the ADA. 


Morris called non-defense spending the big issue. He 
took opponent Case to task for refusing a public debate 
of the issues separating them. Noting that Case’s cam- 
paign literature intimates that the Senator has the 
backing of President Eisenhower, Morris added that 
Case “has carved out a rather consistent anti-Eisenhower 
Administration voting record.” 


In response to reporters’ questions, Morris supported 
student loyalty oaths (“As a lawyer and judge I have 
taken such oaths at least a dozen times.”) and backed 
the Connally Reservation. 


Budget Battle: Conclusive proof that the big jump in 
Federal spending comes from “Federal-aid-to” measures 
and not from national defense needs is provided in sur- 
vey results published by Tax Foundation, Inc., 30 Rocke- 
feller Center, New York. Tax Foundation points out 
that the non-defense spending figure for fiscal 1961 rep- 
resents an 86 per cent increase since the Korean War. 
In that period, defense spending has increased only one 
per cent. (HumAN Events has frequently pointed to 
great rises in non-defense spending in recent years and 
mentioned specific suggestions for cuts, most recently in 
“How to Save $5.7 Billion,” February 4, 1959.) This 
analysis strengthens the argument of economy forces in 
Congress that big slashes should be made in the civilian 
part of the Budget. 


Featherbedding: . Scripps-Howard writer Dickson 
Preston recently traveled thousands of miles by train to 
see for himself if management’s charge that feather- 
bedding exists in the railroad industry is true. Here are 
some of his findings: 


@ On a 16-hour New York Central passenger run 
from New York to Chicago, each of eight different crews 
received a day’s pay for an average of two hours’ work. 


@ A Chicago & Eastern Illinois freight train which 
hadn’t required an extra brakeman from Chicago to 
Danville, Illinois, picked up one as it entered Indiana, 
because a Hoosier State “full crew” law declares him 
“essential” to the safety of the train. 


@ Because a self-propelled crane doing maintenance 
work in a Milwaukee Railroad yard moves on rails, the

@ A Wisconsin factory is served by two railroad 
companies. Because the trains of one company use the 
tracks owned by the other, and Federal boards have ruled 
that employees of the second company are being deprived 
of work, a conductor sits in a shack outside of the factory, 
earning full wages for doing nothing. 


Get Out Conservative Vote: The Ohio Information 
Committee has launched a bold but well-planned cam- 
paign for conservative victory in the elections for the 
Ohio state legislature next November. The Committee— 
a@ nonpartisan independent organization—has as its 
principal objective to bring 10 “new” conservative voters 
to the polls from every precinct in about 50 counties in 
the state. Fred J. Milligan, Executive Secretary of OIC, 
aims to persuade at least ten conservatives, who haven’t 
ever voted or who have failed to vote for years, to go to 
the polls and ballot for conservative candidates, irrespec- 
tive of party labels. 


Milligan participated in the successful drive (which 
took on nonpartisan proportions) in 1950 to re-elect 
Senator Taft. In that year and again in ’52, Taft—instead 
of wooing “liberal and independent” voters—frankly 
sought to draw to his banner what he called the ‘“un- 
interested” voters, conservatives who had _ previously 
stayed home on election day because both parties’ candi- 
dates were “liberal.” 


The Ohio Information Committee (16 E. 
Broadway, Columbus 15, Ohio) calculates that 
if it succeeds in getting out 10 such conserva- 
tives per precinct in 15 of the 50 counties on 
which it is concentrating, it will make the legis- 
lature conservative again, as it was before the 
victory of Democratic Governor Mike DiSalle 
and Labor’s COPE organization in 1958. 


It should be recalled that. for years, conservative 
Democratic Governor Frank Lausche had a conservative 
legislature and there are lots of Jeffersonian Democrats 
in the Buckeye State. 


Since the OIC is genuinely “nonpartisan,” it has a 
good chance of raising funds. An Ohio Supreme Court 
decision (State. ex rel, Corrigan vs. The Cleveland Cliffs 
Iron Co.) in March, 1959, held that although a corpora- 
tion may not lawfully contribute for partisan political 
purposes, it can lawfully contribute for a nonpartisan 
political action program. Hence, corporation centribu- 
tions to OIC are permissible. 


Milligan emphasizes that the combination of 
Governor DiSalle’s New Dealism and the social welfare 
spending program, pushed by COPE, Big Labor’s politi- 
cal arm, has held back Ohio from real prosperity. In 
the coming campaign, the committee will have its hands 
full, because it will have to outdo the well-financed and 
seasoned troops of COPE, who have been markedly 
successful in getting out Democratic and “liberal” voters. 
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The “Liberal” Press: Two leading newspapers of the 
“liberal” press corps have come under sharp critigign 
from Representative Donald Jackson (R.-Calif.) fg 
twisting a statement made by Cardinal Spellman on the 
controversial Air Force training manual. The New Yor 
Times and the Washington Post, according to Congress. 
man Jackson, deliberately made the Cardinal’s remarks 
appear to be an attack on the manual, which charges 
Communist infiltration of the National Couneil of 
Churches. 


Cardinal Spellman, in his capacity as head of the 
Military Ordinariate—the diocese embracing all Roman 
Catholics in the armed forces of the US— and in reply 
to a query from the National Catholic Welfare Confer. 
ence, issued the following statement: 


“My position as military vicar has given me many 
occasions, extending over a long span of years that goes 
back to the beginning of World War II, of meeting and 
associating with chaplains of the Protestant faith. During 
these many years of association, I have admired their 
dedicated loyalty to our country and its purposes. 


“I would deplore it if any unfair deductions from 
general accusations were interpreted to reflect in any 
way on their loyalty to our country or on the loyalty 
of the general body of ministers whom they represent.” 


The tone of the New York Times story reporting the 
statement was expressed in its headline: “Spellman 
Scores Air Force Manual.” The Washington Post. head- 
line read: “Protestant Ministers Defended by Spellman.” 


Congressman Jackson immediately complained to 
Cardinal Spellman that the latter’s statement about 
Protestant chaplains in the military service had been 
“deliberately distorted to indicate a blanket endorsement 
by you of the entire body of Protestant churchmen 
relative to their loyalty.” And this, said Jackson, who 
is the senior Republican on the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities, had done “grievous harm” to 
the fight being waged by many in Congress to disclose 
the efforts of the Communists to infiltrate American 
churches and “the efforts of a few Protestant ministers 
to further the cause of godless conspiracy.” 


In a return wire to Jackson, the Cardinal said he 
could not understand how some of the press had distorted 
his statement, and he commended Jackson, Congressman 
Walter and other members of the HUAC for “out- 
standing service in exposing Communist activities.”
